 WHEREAS, from 1986 through 2009, Mr. Fox served as Assistant Executive Director of 

the TWRA, in which position he was responsible for the coordination of field activities, including 

all wildlife activities of the four TWRA regional offices and the central office programs pertaining 

to wildlife management, fisheries management, law enforcement, and environmental services;

 WHEREAS, widely recognized as a leader in his field, Mr. Fox is also a member of 

several professional organizations; and 
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 WHEREAS, Ron Fox exemplifies the spirit and allegiance to career and community that 

are characteristic of a true Tennessean, fighting on behalf of Tennessee’s natural habitat and 

wildlife; and 

 WHEREAS, throughout his estimable career, Mr. Fox has demonstrated the utmost 

professionalism, ability, and integrity, winning the unbridled respect and admiration of his 

colleagues and employees alike; now, therefore,
